‘Sin to Buy What Can be Made’

The profiles will focus on interesting personalities in 
Yorba Linda. This profile features Betty Large, a versatile lady who learned 
in childhood how to survive on ‘‘nature’s provisions.”’ Text and photographs

Betty has a good sized lamb, its 
fleece as black as coal. 

And if that isn’t enough, she 
raises several other sheep on her 
two-acre ranch in Yorba Linda. 

Yet, Betty is neither a schoolgirl, 
like in the nursery rhyme, nor is she 
a wandering sheephefiiler. 

She is a weaver. 

‘*When I was young and living in 
Ohio country, we traveled to town 
only once every four months. There 
was little money or transportation, 
so we had to survive on nature’s 
provisions.”’ 

‘‘My great-aunt 1eft quite a mark 
on me,”’ she says folding her hands. 
‘She thought it was a sin to buy 
things you could make, so I Iearned 
to weave when I was four and have 
been using natural materials ever 
since.”’ 

As a result of her aunt’s teaching, 
Betty Large has been creating 
natural weavings for 64 of her 68 
years; from floor loom, finger and 
needle weaving to tating, coiling and 
basket weaving. 

Besides learning to weave, Betty 
was also taught the art of dying 
wool. In making dyes, she takes 
roots, bark, leaves, ground beetles 
or lichen and boils them in either 
copper, iron or enamel pots. 

‘The colors are mostly hit and 
miss,’’ she says, her eyes twinkling, 
‘‘and are influenced by whatever pot 
I use.’’ She explains that the 
Navahoes used the cochineal bug 
originally as a natural dye. When 
ground, it yields a color of intense 
purple. ‘‘Green walnut hulls make a 
yellow-green color,’’ she adds. 

Mrs. Large, a small women who 
steps quickly to the sheep pen, says 
that before dying the wool, she has 
to place it in a mordant of alum or 
vinegar So it will hold the dye. Then 
she points to a grove of trees where 
the actual dye-making is done. 

‘‘T have one neighbor,’’ she 
chuckles, ‘‘who called the fire 
department because of a small 
amount of smoke from the boiling 
pots. The men who came sort of 
scratched their heads and finally put 
‘boiling water’ on their report. I do 
keep a hose handy as a precaution, 
though.”’ 

Betty and her family lived in 
Fullerton for 20 years before moving 
to Yorba Linda. She worked in her 
own weaving shop at Knott's Berry 
Farm for 15 years--from 1952 to 
1967. ‘‘The atmosphere was very 
friendly,’ she says smiling. “‘We 
worked 12 to 15 hours a day because 
we wanted to. Mr. and Mrs. Knott 
would walk around and visit like we 
were neighbors.”’ 

She says that later on the 
‘“*hard-sell people’ took over and 
the atmosphere changed. ‘‘I think 
Knott's was one place that could 
have survived with its simple 
western shops and rides,’’ she adds. 
She hasn't been back since she 
closed her shop but remembers very 
fond memories. 

And memories are something 
Betty Large continues to weave 
throughout each productive day. 
Her ‘‘Creative Weavings’’ exhibit 
can be seen at the Blue Frog, 209 N. 
Euclid in Fullerton until the end of 
August.

Efforts on Airport 


Council Actions 


This is a further report on actions 
taken by the City Council at the 
August 16 meeting. 

*approved expense of $6000 for a 
study to determine the feasibility of 
establishing a city water and sewer 
department (although a study a few 
years ago of the possibility of 
replacing present service with a city 
department found against such a 
change, the new proposal would at 
first provide service only for new 
annexations; only later--if at 
all--might the department be 
extended to serve the entire city); 

*approved a request by John D. 
Lusk and Son Developers to compact 
soil in Fairmont Knolls Park 
(approval was contingent upon 
agreement by the company to plant 
trees in the area; the company 
agreed to furnish funds to cover 
planting of 50 trees and to construct 
a walkway between the present 
sidewalk and the tennis courts and 
drinking fountain); 

*authorized city staff to make a 
tentative study of a proposed 
exchange of a portion of the recently 
acquired Palm Avenue park site for 
property owned by the Mormon 
Church at Buena Vista and 
Grandview (the Mormons might 
then build a church on the property; 


*approval for a church at the 
Buena Vista site was refused by the 
council earlier this year); 

*set a public hearing for Sept. 20 
to consider amending the city code 
to prohibit use of galvanized water 
pipe in new residential construction; 

*accepted a staff recommendation 
that the city not purchase the 
Pomona First Federal Savings 
building at the corner of Lemon and 
Main for use as a new city hall (City 
Manager Arthur C. Simonian 
discouraged the idea on grounds of 
cost--up to $290,000--and_ insuffi- 
cient floor space); 

*approved payment to the Yorba 
Linda Chamber of Commerce of 
$9200 to cover promotional activities 
and operation of Nixon Park; 

*approved spending $14,800 to 
purchase a three-quarter-ton pick- 
up truck, a smaller pick-up, and a 
riding mower ($17,000 had been 
budgeted for the purpose); 

*approved expenditure of $700 for 
a feasibility study of the alignment 
of Prospect and Jefferson and/or the 
installation of traffic signals; and, 

*requested interested citizens to 
apply at City Hall for a seat on the 
Advisory Committee to the Orange 
County Transit District, presently 
seeking members. 


Rider Discovers 
‘Rural America’

This special year, 1976, Amer- 
icans have celebrated with a variety 
of mind-boggling exhibitions. 

Don Smith is no exception. 

He bicycled 4,316 miles, from 
Oregon to New Jersey, in 61 days. 

‘‘T rode with Jeff Thompson,”’ he 
says, inching forward in his chair, 
‘‘a friend who lived in Yorba Linda 
and now resides in  Dearfield, 
Illinois. We left from Astoria, 
Oregon on June 20 and rode with the 
Bike-Centennial group for the first 
2,200 miles.”’ 

The Fullerton College student 
explains that the Bike-Centennial 
Tour chose the least traveled roads 
and best scenery and also provided 
maps, guidebooks and_ bike-ins 
where travelers could sleep. Over 
3,000 people rode with this group 
and it was a good experience for the 
two young men. They had been avid 
cyclists but lacked camping 
experience. 

‘‘We really went out dry,’’ Don 
Says grinning. “‘The first week we 
were asking ourselves ‘Why are we 
doing this’? Our rears and knees 
were sorest because they weren't 
used to three-mile-long hills.’’

providing free nourishment during 
the record attempt. They are at that 
site daily from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Traveling back and forth between 
the school and the restaurant 
provides no problem. The drummers 
just bang away on anything that is 
handy including the transportation 
in which they are riding. 

The purpose of the event is to 
raise funds through donations and 
pledges for drums and percussion 
instruments for the band. 


Supervised by advisor Marck 
McKay the young musicians are also 
learning new routines for the coming 
school year, especially for their 
public appearances at athletic 
events and in parades. 

The group has the option of 
resting five minutes out of every 
hour or putting those five minutes 
together into a two hour rest stop out 
of every 24 hours. 

Saturday at 8 a.m. is the cutoff 
point. By noon on that day they will 
be leaving for music camp. 


They averaged eight to ten hours 
of riding a day at 1S m.p.h. plus 
breaks. ‘‘We made lots of friends 
during the first part of the trip, and 
got the reputation as ‘mountain 
climbers’. We carried 40 pounds of 
gear, which was more than most, 
and still beat everyone up the hills.”’ 

‘‘T walked once--for 100 yards,”’ 
Don says, ‘‘but rode the rest of the 
time. I like hills. They give me a 
sense of accomplishment when I 
reach the top. Then I can haul down 
the other side at SO m.p.h.”’ 

Don, who stands six feet and 
weighs 143, maintained his weight 
though Jeff lost 1S pounds. Lunch 
was their biggest meal which gave 
them strength to deal with flat tires, 
broken spokes and rain. 

‘Actually, we had good weather 
but everything hit at once when 
riding up Hoosier Pass in Colorado. I 
broke my saddle and had to ride 
lopsided for 120 miles. It also started 
raining. When we got to the top, we

Mayor Henry Wedaa of Yorba 
Linda is clinging to his contention 
that a new federal law would allow 
Chino Hills airport proponents to 
achieve their objective by bypassing 
local governmental bodies. 

Although Wedaa said he ‘‘agrees 
with the County Counsel’s interpre- 
tation’’ of the Airport Development 
Aid Program, he traced the steps 
which might be pursued by a 
sponsoring body that would take the 
decision out of local hands. 

Supervisor Ralph Diedrich, who 
with Wedaa as meinbers of the 
Executive Committee of the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG), have been 
instrumental in thwarting airport 
proponents, had used the County 
Counsel’s interpretation as an 
indication that local governments 
could not be bypassed. 

The legislation gives the Secre- 
tary of Transportation the authority 
to initiate studies which, among 
other things, can focus on searching 
for new airports. 

Wedaa outlined the processes to 
be followed which do require local 
government participation. But, he 
added, a point can be reached where 
if the issues cannot be resolved ‘‘the 
Secretary of Transportation can 
make a significant finding to go 
forward and do the study thus 
overruling the local office of the 
Federal Aviation Administration or 
SCAG.” 

The Yorba Linda mayor expressed 
his concern that ‘‘someone will 
influence the secretary to do the 
study, it will go to SCAG, will not be 
resolvable and the secretary will do 
it anyway.” 

Wedaa stoutly maintains that the 
four cities interested in establishing 
the airport has standing as a 
consortium to request the study. As 
the Inter-County Airport Authority 
their efforts to sponsor the study has 
no legal authority. 

Mayor Wedaa cautioned airport 
opponents against taking ‘‘mean- 
ingless actions’ urging that they 
wait until an application is filed. 
‘That will be the time to write 
protest letters,’’ he said. 

He added that the FAA will inform 
him when an application is filed. 
Wedaa will notify the press and also 
tell the people the proper persons to 
write to. 

Meanwhile, he recommended 
that airport opponents work with 
‘Prevent Airport Through Chino 
Hills’’ (PATCH) who can_ be 
contacted at 524-7811. ‘‘This is the 
local citizens organization which will 
play the major role in defeating the 
airport eventually,’’ Wedaa predict- 
ed.

FUHSD Board Adopts 


Initial Proposal 


In accordance with the provisions 
of the Rodda Act (collective 
bargaining act), the initial proposal 
of the Fullerton Union High School 
District for adjustments in salaries, 
benefits, and working conditions for 
its teachers, librarians, and nurses 
during the 1976-77 school year, was 
approved by the Board of Trustees at 
its regular meeting on August 2. 

Previously, at a special meeting 
held on June 29, the Board had 
received the initial proposal of the 
Fullerton Secondary Teachers Or- 
ganization (FSTO) for a master 
contract for 1976-77. The FSTO is 
the exclusive representative of the 
District's 630 teachers. 

The Board proposal provides for 
an average increase during 1976-77 
of about $1,000 for each of the 630 
employees, above that appropriated 
in the 1975-76 school year. 

This increase amounts to 5.7% 
and will cost the District an 
estimated $530,000. In contrast, the 
proposed master contract of the 
FSTO, if adopted in its entirety, 
would add about $5.5 million in costs 
to District taxpayers. 


The proposed increase by the 
Board shows that funds would be 
made available to provide for 
increases in costs for fringe benefits, 
for built-in salary schedule costs for 
additional teacher preparation and 
experience, for costs of other unit 
employee benefit or leave provi- 
sions, and for general salary 
increases. 

This means that if the provisions 
of the 1975-76 salary schedule for 
class and step changes are 
incorporated into the 1976-77 
program, there would be an increase 
of $390,000 in expenditures, or 
3.5%, as compensation for the 
additional study and experience the 
teachers may have acquired since 


1975-76. 

It is further estimated that 
anticipated increases in costs for 
maintenance of some fringe benefits 
would require about $126,000, or 
1.2% more. The remainder, 
$114,000, would be available for a 
regular salary increase of about 
1.0%. 

The Board proposal includes a 
confirmation of its recognition of the 
FSTO as the exclusive representa- 
tive of the teachers, as certified by 
the Employment Relations Board on 
June 21 of this year. It also includes 
the recognition of the right of 
employees to join or not to join 
employee organizations. 


Among other provisions of the 
proposal are statements concerning 
the exclusive right of the District as 
the employer to: determine its own 
organization; direct the work of its 
employees; determine the kinds of 
levels of services to be provided, and 


the methods and means _ for 
providing them; establish _ its 
educational policies, goals and 


objectives; insure the rights and 
educational opportunities of stu- 
dents; determine staffing patterns; 
and to determine the number of 
kinds of personnel required. 

In addition, the Board retains the 
right to hire, classify, assign, 
transfer, evaluate, promote, termin- 
ate and discipline employees. 

Other sections are devoted to the 
work year, hours of employment, the 
rights of the District to set the 
teacher-pupil ratio, the handling of 


grievances, leaves of absence, 
safety conditions, transfer of 
employees, payroll deduction, 


evaluation procedures; and provi- 
sions prohibiting strikes, work 
stoppage, picketing, or failure to 
perform the job functions and 
responsibilities. :

About Those School Taxes

Subject: Assessed valuation and tax rates 

Since district homeowners have received their notices of increases in 
assessed valuation of their properties, 1 have gotten numerous calls and 
letters from upset patrons who apparently feel the schools are going to reap 
great benefits. I'm sure there are many others who are concerned and 


angry from whom I have not heard. 


I don’t blame homeowners for being upset about the sharp increase in 
taxes, but they are misinformed about how our schools are financed. In 
truth, the schools get the same amount of money they would get if assessed 
valuation had not increased. Under state legislation passed in 1973, each 
district is limited to a certain amount of money, a figure determined through 
complicated formulas that used student attendance, previous tax rates and 
income sources, etc. When assessed valuation increases, more of the district 


income comes from local 


sources, 


the state contribution drops 


proportionately. The schools get the same amount either way, under the 


school equalization principle. 


Unfortunately, this year our school tax rate is going to increase 
slightly--probably about 13 cents to $4.69/$100 AV, because we have a 
larger-than-usual state school building debt loan repayment to meet this 
year. The state repayment is expected to decline next year. 

In comparing our tax rate to the other 11 unified districts in Orange 
County, we find Placentia is third from the bottom. Only Laguna Beach, 
which is small and rich, and Santa Ana, which is large and poor, are lower. 
Saddleback Valley, which is comparable to Placentia in size and growth, has 


the highest rate with $6.40. 


A comparison of Placentia with 22 other districts in Orange and Los 
Angeles counties which are comparable in size shows us sixth from the 
bottom in tax rate and fifth from the bottom in base revenue (the amount 
allowed by the state for each student). Placentia’s base revenue of $1,096.70 
per student is, again this year, the lowest in Orange County. 

With this information at hand, I am proud that we can offer one of the best 
if not THE best--educational programs and facilities in the area. And we 


have the test scores to prove it!

Bee Advice 
Dear Jim: 


Beekeepers and persons allergic 
to bee stings did not seem to get 
along too well at the last city council 
meeting. Ironically both parties 
have something very important in 
common. Both of them hate to be 
stung by the bees. For the benefit of 
those who are allergic to the stings of 
those valuable insects I report 
herewith how the beekeepers 
defend themselves. The Romans 
rubbed their bodies with the scent of 
flowers before they began to handle 
their bees. Some modern beekeep- 
ers take a shower before going to 
work. All of them wear white or light 
color clothing during this operation. 
For excited bees go for dark places; 
they sting near the eyes or above the 
shoes. Very few beekeepers will 
drink alcoholic beverages before 
going to work. Furthermore, mean 
swarms of bees are either destroyed 
or obtain another queen. Because 
we lack this control over wild bees it 
is important that all swarms located 
in trees, bushes or buildings are 
promptly reported. They should be 
destroyed or removed. 

Let me add to this that allergics 
should eat no sugar, but honey 
gathered in the neighborhood of 
their home. That is an old, well 
known remedy.

Situation Worsens 


Dear Sir: 

The Yorba Linda City Council has 
seen fit to revise the sign ordinance 
to prohibit SOLD signs’ on 
residential property with the idea 
that this would tend to remove some 
of the signs faster. 

While the thought behind this 
new ordinance is to be commended, 
it shows the same lack of thought 
and planning that has typified our 
present City Council. 

What has been created is a 
monster worse than the one it was 
designed to eliminate. The local 
Real Estate Brokers have been 
notified that they cannot hang a sold 
sign on a property after an offer has 
been accepted and that the FOR 
SALE sign must be removed 
forthwith upon sale. 

What our city fathers fail to realize 
is that a property is not sold until it. 
closes escrow. This means that we 
will have FOR SALE signs on every 
home for sale as well as those in 
escrow, a total of more than 140 per 
month in Yorba Linda, with no 
indication to the public that any have 
been placed in escrow and are no 
longer on the active market. 

A person driving into our area for 
the first time, not being aware of the 
ordinance, would certainly wonder 
why so many homes were up for 
sale. This impression could, and 
will, drive off prospective buyers for 
our homes and ultimately result in 
lower property values. 

If the intent of this ordinance is to 
have the signs removed upon the 
acceptance of an offer to purchase, it 
did not so state. Even if this is the 
case, I question the ability of our city 
to regulate an ordinance of this kind 
and keep the FOR SALE signs off the 
homes that have entered escrow. 

It would take a full time staff to 
check every one of the 140 or so 
homes each day to see which ones 
were in escrow or which were still on 
the active market. 

As President of the Rolling View 
Homeowners Association, I urge 
every citizen to write our City 
Council to repeal this ordinance and 
allow sold signs until a better plan 
can be worked out. 

A plan that would insure our area 
would not be blighted with FOR 
SALE signs with no indication to the 
outsider coming in to purchase, that 
many are in fact off the market. A 


situation that could be very 
detrimental to our property values.

just huddled in the men’s restroom. 
It was a real fun day."’ 

The two nineteen-year-olds rode 
independently for the rest of the trip 
sleeping in campsites. In medium- 
sized towns, the police let them stay 
in parks and in_ Clearfield, 
Pennsylvania, they were treated toa 
police escort. 

Several amusing events made 
their journey even more pleasurable 
--one when camping in Oxbow, 
Idaho. ‘‘Jeff was writing in his 
journal and we had left the trashsack 
outside the tent. I saw a furry little 
animal and thought ‘Oh, a little 
dog’. But then we noticed its black 
and white tail. We drew back quietly 
knowing that with one lift of the 
skunk’s leg, our gear could have 
been wiped out.”’ 

Another time as they tried to avoid

$27.9 Million Budget 


A $27.9 million budget for the 
fiscal year 1976-77 was formally 
adopted Monday night by trustees of 


the Placentia Unified School 
District. 
The budget represents an almost 


$S million increase over last year’s 
document. 


Additional funds to service the 
school district this year primarily are 
anticipated from an increase in 
school population and the ensuing 


average daily attendance allotment 
from state funding. Also available 
from state sources will be a 10 per 
cent inflation allowance and money 
recently appropriated by the 
legislature in Senate Bill 1641, Dr. 
John Mullender, associate superin- 
tendent of administrative services 
for PUSD explained. 

The estimated tax rate for local 
homeowners is $4.9627 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation, up about 
13 cents over last year, Mullender 
outlined. The increase is attributed 
toa rise in repayment of state school 
building loans and bond interest and 
redemption rates, he added. 

“It has been suggested that we 
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pass on the ‘windfall’ in higher 
assessments with a tax break for 
citizens,’’ Mullender reported. ‘‘As 
a matter of fact there is no windfall 
due to the way school financing is 
handled.” 


It just doesn’t work that way 
anymore, Dr. Mullender outlined, 
explaining that more monies 
available locally are deducted from 
state funds attributable to the school 
district. 


The $4.9627 tax calculation is a 
best estimate, Mullender stated, 
because final figures are not 
available from the county assessor’s 
office until late August. The final tax 
rates are set September 1 by the 
Orange County Board of Supervi- 
sors. 

The state allows Placentia schools 
a base revenue expenditure of 
$1,096.70 per student, as calculated 
by a formula for average daily 
attendance (ADA), which is 
estimated at 19,201 next year.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES OR 

FOLL ; IDAIN AS 
SECTION 1. Chapter 16 A of the Code of the City of Yorba Linda is hereby amended 
in Its entirety to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 16A 
GRADING 


Article|. In General . 


Sec. 16A-1. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this chapter, the following words and phrases shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

Advisory agency. The duly authorized commission established by Section 30-3. 

Approval. Shall mean a written engineering or geological opinion concerning the 
progress and completion of the work. 

Bedrock. The solid, undisturbed rock in place either at the ground surface or 
beneath surficial deposits of gravel, sand or soil. 

Bench. A relatively level step excavated into earth material on which fill is to be 
placed. 

Borrow. Soll, rock or other material acquired from an off-site location for use in the 
planned grading. 

Certify or certification. The specific inspections and tests where required have 
been performed and that such tests comply with the applicable requirements of this 
chapter. 

City official. The City Manager or his authorized representative. 

Civil Engineering. Shall mean the application of the knowledge of the forces of 
nature, principles of mechanics and the properties of materials to the evaluation, 
design, and construction of civil works for the beneficial uses of mankind. 

Civil Engineer. A professional engineer in the branch of civil engineering holding 
a valid certificate of registration issued by the State of California. In addition the 
engineer shall be covered by errors and ommissions insurance. 

Clearing, brushing, and grubbing shall mean the removal of vegetation (grass, 
brush, trees, and similar plant types) by mechanical means. 

Compaction. Densification of a ‘‘soil'’ by mechanical manipulation or other 
approved means. 

Contour Grading. The incorporation of flatter and/or variable slopes to provide for 
grade changes in grading construction for hillside areas, greater than that required 
by soils, geological considerations or both, and the limiting of elevation deferentials 
in order to minimize massive changes to the existing topography. 

Engineering geologist. A geologist duly qualified by the State of California 
engineering geologist qualifications board to make investigations and prepare 
engineering geology reports required by this Code. Where ‘‘geologist’’ is used in 
this chapter it shall mean ‘‘engineering geologist'’. In addition the geologist should 
be covered by errors and ommissions insurance, the amount of which shall be to the 
satisfaction of the City Engineer. 

Erosion. The process by which the ground surface is worn away by the action of 
water, wind or natural forces. 

Excavation. The condition resulting from the mechanical removal or mechanical 
displacement of soil, rock, or waste material. 

Grade shall mean the vertical location of the ground surface. 

Existing grade is the grade prior to grading 

Rough grade is the stage at which the grade approximately conforms to the 
approved plan 

Finish grade is the final grade of the site which conforms to the approved plan. 

Grading is any excavating or filling or combination thereof. 

Grading contractor is a contractor licensed and regulated by the State of California 
who specializes in grading work or is otherwise licensed to do grading work. 

Key is a designed compacted fill placed in a trench excavated in earth material 
beneath the proposed fill slope. 

Landslide. The downward and outward movement of soil, rock or fill or a 
combination thereof 

Massive landslide. A landslide too large to be stabilized by retaining methods or 
normal control methods. 

Permit. Any permit issued by the City Engineer pursuant to this Code, together 
with the application for the same, the conditions upon which it was issued, together 
with any plans, specifications, reports and approved modifications pertaining 
thereto 

Permittee. The owner of his authorized agent to whom a grading perinit is issued 

Seismic-Geologic element. Pursuant to section 65302 (F) of the Government Code, 
the City of Yorba Linda has an adopted ‘'Seismic-Geoloyic element'' as a part of its 
General Plan 

Site. Any lot or parcel of land or contiguous combination thereof, under the same 
ownership, where grading is performed or permitted 

Slope. The exposed surface of a fill, excavation or natural terrain that forms a 
natural or artificial incline expressed as a ratio of horizontal distance to vertical 
distance 

Soil. All earth material of whatever origin that overlies bedrock 

Soils Engineer. The civil engineer experienced in soil mechanics who specializes in 
the practice of soils and foundation engineering 

Soils engineering. The application of the principles of soils mechanics in the 
investigation and analysis of the engineering properties of eartn material 

Terrace. A relatively level step contructed in the face of a graded slope surtace 
for drainage and maintenance purposes 


Sec. 16A-2. Purpose of chapter 

The purpose of this chapter is to safeguard life, limb, property and public welfare 
by establishing minimum requirements for regulating grading, including 
development in and around watercourses, and procedures by which these 
requirements may be enforced; to provide the necessary guidelines for the engineer 
and developer in order to encourage the use of contour and/or variable slope grading 
in an effort to maintain, in general, the existing mass shape and character to the 
hillside areas; and to promote esthetic consideration in the hillside grading design 
and construction 

In order to obtain these objectives, the engineer and developer will be required to 
make every practical attempt to 

(a) Preserve natural topographic features and appearances by means of contour 
grading 80 as to blend any man-made or manufactured slope into the natural 
topography 

(b) Avoid abrupt changes in grade 

(c) Utilize building designs such as split level houses, to minimize slope height in 
steep terrain 

(d) Utilize street designs and improvements which serve to minimize grading 
alterations and harmonize with the natural contours and character of the land 

(e) Round the tops and bottoms of cut and fill slopes 

(f) Use variable slopes, particularly in front yard areas 
Sec. 16A-3. Scope of chapter 

This chapter sets forth rules and regulations to control excavation, grading and 
earthwork construction, including fills orf embankments, establishes the 
administrative procedure for issuance of permit; and provides for approval of plans 
and inspection of grading construction 


Sec. 16A-4, Hazardous conditions 

Whenever the city official determines that any existing excavation or fill on private 
property is a menace to life or limb, endangers property or affects the safety, 
usability or stability of a public way, he shall give the owner of the property upon 
which such excavation or fill is located, or other person or agent in control of such 
property, or the permittee under any permit issued pursuant to this Code, notice of 
such determination. The notice shall set forth the time and place of hearing shall be 
had before the city officials at which time and place evidence would be submitted as 
to whether such determination is correct and what repairs, improvements or other 
corrective action is necessary in the case. The notice shall further state that the owner 
of such property or other person or agent in control of such property, or his 
representative may be present at the hearing and introduce such evidence on the 
issues as he desires. The notice shall further state that the city official shall 
determine what condition exists and what corrective action, if any, including the 
submission of any plans, soils or geological reports and recommendations or other 
engineering date, is necessary and shall order such action as id found necessary. This 
determination and order shall become final within forty-eight hours excluding 
holidays, Saturdays and Sundays, unless within that time the owner appeals the final 
determination of the city official to the City Council by filing a written appeal with the 
city official. In the event that an appeal is filed, the City Council shall hold a hearing 
and thereupon make such determination and order of the city official as the City 
Council may deem proper. The notice may further state that the recipient shall, 
within such reasonable time as the notice may specify following the finality of the 
determination and order of the city official, (or if appealed, of the City Council) 
commence the corrective action necessary, and such action shall be completed within 
such time as stipulated by the notice 

If necessary, the notice shall require any building or structure or portion thereof, 
endangered by such excavation or fill to be vacated forthwitn in the interest of 
immediate public safety pending the finality of any determination and order 


Sec. 16A-5. Pian checking fee. 

Before accepting a set of plans and specifications for checking, the plan checking 
fee shall be paid. The plan checking fee shall be based on charges to be determined 
by resolution of the City Council revised periodically to defray the cost of plan 


checking. 


Sec. 16A-6. Design standards for cut. 

(a) Maximum height. In accordance with the requirements of contour grading as 
established in section 16A-2, the maximum cut slope shall be limited tp’ a vertical 
height of ten feet. 

(b) Maximum slope. Cuts shall not be steeper in slope than two horizontal to one 
vertical unless the owner furnishes a soils engineering or an engineering geology 
report certifying that the site has been investigated and indicating that the proposed 
deviation wili not endanger any private property, result in the deposition of debris on 
any public way or interfere with any existing drainage course and said deviation is 
approved by the advisory agency and/or the City Engineer. 

The city official may require the excavation to be made with a cut face flatter than 
two horizontal to one vertical if he finds It necessary for stability and safety. 

Exception: The city official may allow the face of an existing slope to remain 
steeper than two to one when, in his opinion, the slope will remain stable for its 
intended use. 

(c) Drainage terraces. Where a deviation from the maximum cut height has been 
shown on the tentative subdivision map and approved by the advisory agency, cut 
slopes exceeding forty feet in vertical height shall be terraced at their approximate 
mid-height. Drainage terraces are to be a minimum of six feet wide, paved as 
specified by subsection (c) of section 16A-9 and must carry water to a safe disposal 
area. Terraces shall be cut every thirty feet vertically; except, that where only one 
terrace is required, it shall be at mid-height. 


Sec. 16A-7. Design standards for fill 

(a) Maximum height. In accordance with the requirements of contour grading as 
established in section 16A-2, the maximum fill slope shall be limited to a vertical 
height of ten feet. 

.) Maximum slope. No compacted fill shall be made which creates an exposed 
surtace steeper In slope than two horizontal to one vertical. The city official may 
require that the fill be constructed with an exposed surface flatter than two horizontal 
to one vertical if he finds this necessary for stability and safety. 

(c) Compaction. All fills ghall be compacted to a minimum of ninety per cent of 


‘maximum density as determined by U.B.C. Standard No. 70-1-73. Field density shall 


be determined by U.B.C. Standard No. 70-2-73 or equivalent as approved by the city 


official. - 
Fill location. Fill slopes shall not be constructed.pn natural slopes steeper than 
es to one (1) or where the fill slope toes out within twelve (12) feet horizontally of 
f existing or planned cut slopes. 
Oe eeswationst ground. The ground surface shall be prepared to receive fill by 
removing vegetation, noncomplying fill, topsoil, and other unsuitable materiais, 
scarifying to provide a bond with the new fill, and, where slopes are steepe: than five

(5) to one (1) and the height is greater than five (5) feet, by benching into sound 
bedrock or other competent materials as determined by the soils engineer. The 
bench under the toe of a fill on a slope steeper than five (5) to one (1) shall be at least 
ten (10) feet wide. The area beyond the toe of fill shall be sloped for sheet over-flow or 
@ paved drain shall be provided. 

Where fill is to be placed over a cut, the bench under the toe of fill shall be at least 
ten (10) feet wide but the cut must be made before placing fill and approved by the 
soils engineer and engineering geologist as a suitable foundation for fill. Unsuitable 
soil is soil which, in the opinion of the City Official or the Civil Engineer or the Soils 
Engineer or the geologist, is not competent to support other soil or fill, to support 
structures or to satisfactorily perform the other functions for which the soils is 
intended. 

(ft) Fill material. Detrimental amounts of organic material shall not be permitted in 
fills. Except as permitted by the City Official, no rock or similar irreducible material 
with a maximum dimension greater than eight (8) inches shail be buried or placed in 
fills. 

Exceptions: The City Official may permit placement or larger rock when the 
engineer properly devises a methcd of placement, continuously inspects 
placement, and approves the fill stability. The following conditions shail also apply: 

1. Prior to issuance of the grading permit, potential rock disposal areas shall be 
delineated on the grading plan. 

2. Rock sizes greater than eight (8) inches in maximum dimension shall be ten (10) 
feet or more below finished grade, measured vertically. 

3. Rocks greater than eight (8) inches shall be placod so as to be completely 
surrounded by fine grained soils; no nesting of rocks will be permitted. 

(g) Drainage terraces. Where a deviation from a maximum fill height has been 
shown on the tentative subdivision map and approved by the advisory agency, ail fill 
slopes in excess of thirty feet vertical height shall have drainage terraces paved as 
specified by subsection (c) of section 16A-19 at vertical intervals not exceeding thirty 
feet; except, where only one terrace is required it shall be at mid-height. Such 
terraces shall drain into a paved gutter or other watercourse adequate to convey the 
water to a safe disposal area. The terrace shall be at least six feet wide. 

(h) Slopes to receive fill. Fills toeing out on natural slopes which are steeper than 
two horizontal to one vertical will not be permitted unless stability is substantiated by 
soils engineering and geological data and approved by the City Official. : 

(i) Utility line backfills. All backfill in utility line trenches, both inside and outside 
the buildings is required to be compacted to the satisfaction of the site soils engineer 
who shall verify to the city official that backfilling has been accomplished in 
accordance with the soils engineer's recommendations. 

Exception: On single lot projects the city officials may waive tested compaction 
and allow the use of selected material which is relatively self-compacting. This 
material and the method of placement must be approved prior to backfilling. 


Section 16A-8. Design standards for setvacks. 

Cuts and fills shall be set back from property lines and buildings shall be set back 
from cut or fill slopes in accordance with figure No. 1. Retaining walls may be used to 
reduce the required setback when: approved by the city official. 

Fill placed on or above the top of an existing or proposed cut or natural slopes 
steeper than three horizontal to one vertical shall be set back from the edge of the 
slope a minimum distance of five feet unless stability is substantiated by soils 
engineering, geological data or both. A 

No building shall be constructed on cut or fill slopes steeper than two horizontal to 
one vertical unless the foundation design is based on soils engineering data. 

The setbacks given in this section are minimum and may be increased by the city 
official if considered necessary for safety or stability or to prevent possible damage 
from water, soil or debris.

1. If drainage is carried on this side in an unimproved earth swale, the setback from 
the top of slope (or berm) to the face of the building or projection thereof is 7’-0'’.

2. The footings may be set closer to the top of slope or on the slope if deepened to 
provide the minimum tabular setback, measured horizontal from the bottom of the 
footing to the face of the slope, and as required for stability. 


3. The tabular values may be enforced for natural slope conditions, as determined by 
the City Official 


Sec. 16A-9. Design standards for drainage. 

(a) Disposal. All drainage facilities shall be designed to carry surtace waters to the 
nearest practical street, storm drain or natural watercourse, approved by the city 
official or other appropriate governmental agency as a safe place to deposit such 
waters. At least two per cent grade toward the approved disposal area will be 
required for building pads, except as waived by the city official for non-hilly terrain. 

(b) Erosion Control. Slopes. The faces of cut and fill slopes shall be prepared and 
maintained to control against erosion. This control may consist of effective planting. 
The protection for the slopes shall be installed as soon as practicable and prior to 
calling for final approval. Where cut slopes are not subject to erosion due to the 
erosion-resistant character of the materials, such protection may be ommitted by 
special approval of the city official 

(c) Other devices. Where necessary, desilting basin, check dams, cribbing, riprap 
or other devices or methods as approved by the City Official shall be employed to 
control erosion and provide safety during the rainy season, from October 15th to 
April 15th 

(d) Terrace drains. All swales or ditches on drainage terraces shall have a 
minimum grade of six per cent must be paved. Drainage devices shall be paved 
with reinforced concrete with a minimum thickness of three inches or approved 
equal, They shal! havea minimum depth at the deepest point of one and one-half feet 
and a minimum paved width of five feet measured horizontally across the drain 
Minimum reinforcement shall consist of 6 x 6/10 x 10 W.W. Mesh. 

A single run of a terrace drain shall not collect runoff from a tributary area 
exceeding thirteen thousand five hundred (13,500) feet of projected horizontal area 
without discharging into a downdrain. The soils engineer may recommend variations 
in the specified tributary area due to unusual soil conditions 

If the drain: discharges onto the natural ground a velocity reducer, rip rap or other 
energy dissipating device may be required 


Sec. 16A-10. Planting and erosion control 

(a) Completion of slope protection devices. On completion of finish grading the 
construction of berms, interceptor ditches, drainage terraces, crib walls, retaining 
walls, down drains or other slope protection devices shown on the approved grading 
plan shall be started immediately after the engineering geologist has inspected al! 
cut slopes and certified them to be stable. 

(b) Slope Planting & Irrigation. On all slopes in excess of 7’ in height (measured 
vertically) the following is required: 

(1) Plant material should be installed so as to protect slopes from soil erosion and 
slippage, and to minimize the visual effects of grading, erosion, and construction on 
hillside areas 

(2) Installation of permanent, full-coverage irrigation systems adequate to 
sustain existing and developed slope plantings and to protect against potential 
hazards due to fire. 

(3) The improvement plans for the plant material and Irrigation system shall be 
submitted to the advisory agency for approval prior to start of construction on all new 
subdivisions except when waived by advisory agency. These plans shall be prepared 
under the supervision of a landscape architect licensed by the State of California 

(4) The Landscape architect upon completion of the work shall be responsible for 
certifying to the City Official that all work was dotie in accordance with the approved 
plans. Said certification shall be made prior to issuance of any certificate of use and 
occupancy for the subdivision 


Sec. 16A-11. Grading inspection and supervision. 

(a) Engineered grading required. All grading in excess of five thousand cubic 
yards shall be performed in accordance with plans prepared by a civil engineer and 
shall be designated ‘‘engineered grading'’. Grading not designed in accordance with 
this subsection shall be designated ‘‘regular grading.'’ For grading involving less 
than five thousand cubic yards, the permittee, with the approval of the city official, 
may have the grading performed as regular grading. 

(b) Regular grading requirements. The city official shall inspect the work and 
require adequate inspection and compaction control by a soils engineer. 

Periodic reports certifying the compaction or acceptability of all fills shall be 
required. These shall include, but need not be limited to inspection of cleared areas 
and benches prepared to receive fill and removal of all soil and unsuitable materials, 
the placement and compaction of fill materials, the bearing capacity of the fill to 
support structures and the inspection or review of the construction of retaining walls, 
subdrains, drainage devices, buttress fills and other similar measures. 

The city official may require sufficient inspection to assure that all geological 
conditions have been adequately considered. Where geologic conditions warrant, 
the city official may require periodic geologic reports. These inspections may be 
required to include, but need not be limited to, inspection of cut slopes, canyons 
during clearing operations for ground water and earth material conditions, benches 
prior to placement of fill and possible sgring locations. 

(c) Engineered grading requirements. For engineered grading, It shall be the 
responsibility of the civil engineer who prepares the grading plans to incorporate al! 
recommendations of the soils engineer and geologist into the plans. He shail also be 
responsible for the professional supervision and approval of the grading within his 
area of technical competence and for the submission of as-built grading plans. 

This responsibility shail include, but need not be limited to, inspection and 
approval as to the establishment of line, grade and drainage of the development 
area. The Civil Engineer shall act as the coordinating agent in the event the need 
erises for liaison between the other professionals, the contractor, and the City 
Official. 

Soils and geology reports shail also be required as specified in section 16A-16. All 
necessary reports, compaction data, soils engineering and engineering geological 
recommendations shall be submitted to the city official by the soils engineer and 
geologist. 

The Soil Engineer's area of responsibility shail include, but need not be Iimited to, 
the professional inspection and approval concerning the preparation of ground to 
receive fills, testing for required compaction, stability of all finish slopes and the 
design of buttress fills, where required, incorporating data supplied by the 
engineering geologist. 

The engineering geologist’s area of responsibility shail include, but need not be 
limited to, professional inspection and written approval of the adequacy of natural 
ground for receiving fills and the stability of cut slopes with respect to geological 
matters, and the need for sub-drains or other ground water drainage devices. He 
shall report his findings to the Soils Engineer and the Civil Engineer for engineering 
analysis. 5 
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The City Official shall inspect the project at the various stages of the work 
requiring approval and at frequent intervals as necessary to determine that adequate 
contro! is being exercised by the professional consultants. 

(d) Notification of noncompliance. If in the course of fulfilling his responsibility 
under this chapter, ‘the design civil engineer, soils engineer or engineering geologist 
who is responsible for the professional supervision of the grading within his area of 
technical competence finds that the work is not being done in conformance with this 
chapter or the plans approved by the city official, or in accordance with accepted 
Practices, he shail immediately notify the person in charge of the greding work and 
the city official in writing of the nonconformity and of the corrective measures to be 
taken. 

(@) Termination of services. in the event the design civil engineer, soils engineer or 
engineering geologist who is responsible for the professional supervision of that 
portion of the grading which is within his area of technical competence is relieved of, 
or otherwise terminates his duties prior to completion of the work shown on the 
grading plans, he shall report the fact in writing to the city official within forty-eight 
hours at the time of his termination. Persons assuming the duties of any of these 
consultants shail perform any investigations they deem necessary to approve that the 
entire work Is in conformance with this chapter and the permit. 

(f) Site inspection by the city official. Prior to approval of any building or grading 
Plans and specifications, the city official may inspect the site to determine that the 
plans and specifications are e. 

Inspection of excavation and fills. The permittee or his agent shail notify the City 
Official when the grading operation is ready for each of the following inspections: 

1. Pre-grading inspection. When the permittee is ready to begin work, but not 
less than two (2) days before any grading or brushing is started. 

2. Toe inspection. After the natural ground or bedrock is exposed and prepared 
to receive fill, but before fill is placed. 

3. Excavation inspection. After the excavation is started, but before the vertical 
height of the fill exceeds five (5) feet. 

4. Fill inspection. After the fill placement is started, but before the vertical 
height of the fill exceeds five (5) feet. 

5. Drainage device inspection. After forming of terrace drains, down-drains, or 
after placement of pipe in subdrains, but before any concrete filter material is placed. 

6. Rough Grading. When all rough grading has been completed. This inspection 
may be called for at the completion of rough grading without the necessity of the City 
Official having previously reviewed and approved the reports. 

7. Final. When all work, including installation of all drainage structures and 
other protective devices has been completed and the as-graded plan, professional 
written approval, and the required reports have been submitted. 

(g) Revised grading plan. If the inspector finds the soil or other conditions not as 
stated in the application for a Grading Permit, he may refuse to approve further work 
until approval ié obtained for a revised grading plan which will conform to the 
existing conditions. 

The city official shall conduct such other inspections as he deems necessary. 
Whenever the city official determines that the work does not comply with the terms of 
the permit or this Code, or that the soil or other conditions are npt as stated on the 
permit, he may order the immediate cessation of all work thereunder, the such work 
shall cease until such corrections shall be complied with. This provision is 
Notwithstanding and prevails over the procedure set forth in section 16A-4. 

Prior to the issuance of building permits for a graded site the rough grading shall 
be completed to the satisfaction of the responsible engineers and the City Official. 
Notice in writing to this effect shall be submitted to the City Official. 

Sec. 16A-12. Safety precautions 

(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of section 16A-4, if at any stage of the work the 
city official determines by inspection that further grading as authorized by the 
grading permit is likely to endanger any private property or result in the deposition of 
debris on any public way or interfere with any existing drainage course, the city 
official may require, as a condition to allowing the work to be continued, that such 
reasonable safety precautions be taken as he considers advisable to avoid such 
likelihood of danger. 

Notice to comply shall be submitted to the permittee in writing. After a notice to 
comply is written, a period of ten days shall be allowed for the contractor to begin 
to make the corrections, unless an imminent hazard exists, in which case the 
corrective work shall begin immediately. 

(b) The period between October 15 and April 15 is hereby determined to be the 
period in which heavy rainfall normally can occur in the city. During this period no 
grading work in excess of two hundred cubic yards of excavation or fill will be 
authorized on any single grading site under permit when the city official determines 
that such work will endanger the public health or safety. Grading permits may be 
approved by the city for work during the rainy season if grading plans include 
emergency devices for controlling storm waters and preventing damaging erosion, 
such plans to be signed by the design civil engineer. 

Previously authorized grading work which extends into the rainy season shall be 
protected by incorporating temporary storm drainage and erosion contro! devices. 
Plans for such temporary erosion devices shall be submitted by permittee and 
approved by the city official not later than October 15 of the coming rainy season 


Sec. 16A-13. Modification of approved plans. 

All modifications of the approved grading plans must be approved by the city 
official. All necessary soils and geological reports shall be submitted with the plans. 

No grading work in connection with the proposed modifications will be permitted 
without the approval of the city official. 

Modifications which affect basic tract design or land use must have the approval of 
the appropriate agency 


Sec. 16A-14, Completion of work. 

(a) Reports. Upon completion of the rough grading or the final grading, the city 
Official may require the following reports: 

(1) Design civil engineer's reports which shall certify that all grading in his 
purview, lot drainage and drainage facilities have been completed in conformance 
with the approved plans and this chapter, and shall furnish an as-built grading plan 
of the completed work. 

(2) Soils engineer's reports shall include but not be limited to, recommended soil 
bearing capacity where required, summaries of field and laboratory tests and 
certification that the work was done in accordance with the approved plans and the 
recommendations of the soils engineer. The soils engineer shall advise the design 
civil engineer of the varléttions in the limits of the compacted fill so they may be 
incorporated in the as-built plan, or in the absence of a design civil engineer, the soils 
engineer shall indicate these limits in his final report. 

(3) Engineering geologist's reports which shall be based on the as-built grading 
plan and shall include specific approval of the grading as affected by geological 
factors. Where necessary, a revised geologic map and cross sections, and any 
recommendations regarding building restrictions or foundation setbacks shall be 
included. 

(4) Such interim or supplementary reports as deemed necessary 

(b) Notification of completion. The permittee or his agent shail notify the city 
official when the grading operation is ready for final inspection. Final approval shall 
Not be given until all work including installation of all drainage structures and their 
protective devices, has been completed and the final grading plan and required 
reports have been submitted 


Sec. 16A-15. Alternate methods. 

The provisions of this chapter are not intended to prevent the use of any material or 
method of construction not specifically prescribed by this chapter, provided any such 
alternate has been approved pursuant to this section 

The city official may approve any such alternate provided he finds that the 
proposed design is satisfactory and complies with the provisions of this chapter, and 
that the material, method or work offered is, for the purpose intended, at least the 
equivalent of that prescribed in this chapter in quality, strength, effectiveness and 
safety. 

The city official shall require that sufficient evidence or proof be submitted to 
substantiate any claims that may be made regarding its use 

Whenever there is insufficient evidence of compliance with the provisions of this 
chapter or evidence that any material or any construction does not conform to the 
requirements of this chapter, or in order to substantiate claims for alternate material 
or methods of construction, the city official may require tests as proof of compliance 
to be made at the expense of the owner or his agent by an approved agency 

Test methods shall be specified by this chapter for the material in question. If there 
are no appropriate test methods specified in this chapter, the city official shall 
approve the test procedure. Copies of the results of ali such tests shall be retained for 
@ period of not less than two years after the acceptance of the grading 


Sec. 16A-16. Required; applications, accompanying plans and reports; pretiminary 
investigations 

(a) Permit required. Except as exempted in section 16A-17, no person shail do any 
grading without first obtaining a grading permit from the city official. A separate 
permit may be required for each site and may cover both excavations and fills as 
determined by the city official 

(b) Stock pile permit. A grading permit may be required for the stockpiling or 
removal of excess dirt in excess of 50 cubic yards. A site plan, soils report or 
compaction test may be required if determined necessary by the city official 

(c) Application contents. Every such application shal! contain the following 
information: 

(1) The purpose of the work, and a statement as to whether the purpose of the 
excavation is to prepare the site for subdivision 

(2) The amount of materia! proposed to be excavated and the amount of fill in 
cubic yards. 

(3) The legal description of the property on which the work is to be performed 

(4) The street address or location of the point of access to the property where the 
work is to be performed. 

(5) The name, address and phone number of the owner of the property on which 
the work is to be performed. 

(6) The name, address and phone number of the person to have effective control 
of and be responsible for the work. 

(7) Any location within the city where the applicant intends to dispose of any 
excess material where a separate permit is taken out for the placing of such 
materials. 

(8) The estimated dates for starting and completing the work to be done. 

(9) Such further applicable information as the city official may require in order to 
carry out the purpose of this chapter. 

(d) Plans and specifications. With each application for a grading permit and when 
required by the city official for enforcement of any provisions of this chapter, two sets 
of plans and specifications shall be submitted. Except as waived by the city official 
for minor and nonhazardous work, the plans shall be prepared and signed by a civil 
engineer licensed by the state and shall show the following. 

(1) A vicinity sketch or other data adequately indicating the site location. 

(2) Property lines of the property on which the work is to be performed. 

(3) Location of any buildings or structures on the property where the work is to 
be performed and the location of any building or structure on land of adjacent 
property owners which are within fifteen feet of the property being graded. 

(4) Accurate contours showing the topography of the existing ground. 

(5) Elevations, dimensions, location, extent and the slopes of all proposed 
grading by contours or other means. 

(6) A certification of the quantity of excavation and fill involved and estimated 
starting and completion dates. 

(7) Detailed plans for all drainage devices, walls, cribbing, dams, or other 
protective devices to be constructed in connection with,-or as a part of, the proposed 
work, together with a map showing the drainage area and estimated runoff of the 
area served by any drains. 

(8) Any additional plans, drawings or calculations required by the city official. 

(e) Engineering geological reports. Prior to issuance of a grading permit, the city 
official may require an engineering geological investigation, based on the most 
recent grading plan. The engineering geological report shall include an adequate 
description of the geology of the site and conclusions and recommendations 
regarding the effect of geologic conditions on the proposed development. 

All reports shail be subject to approval by the city official, and supplemental 
reports and data may be required as he may deem necessary. Recommendation 
included in the report and approved by the city official shail be incorporated in the 
grading plan. 

(f) Solis engineering reporis. The city official may require a soils engineering 
investigation, based on the most recent grading pian. Such reports shall include data 
regarding the nature, distribution and strength of existing soils, conciusions and 
recommendations for grading procedures, and design criteria for corrective 
measures. 
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Recommendations included in the report and approved by the city official shall be 
incorporated in the grading plan or specification. 

(g) City consultant. If the city official determines that there is a need to verify or 
question the conclusions contained in any soils and/or geologic report, a qualified 
consultant may be retained by the city at the city’s expense for the purpose of 
evaluating such report. In the event of a discrepancy in the findings of the city’s 
consultant and the above mentioned soils and/or geologic report, the two firms will 
meet with the city official to resolve the differences and the decision of the city official 
shall prevail. ‘ 


Sec. 16A-17. Exceptions; permit for watercourse obstruction, etc.; 

violation of chapter prohibited 

(a) No person shall do any grading without first having obtained a grading permit 
from the city; the city official may at his option exempt the following: 

(1) An excavation which does not exceed fifty cubic yards on any one lot and 
which is less than two feet in depth, or which does not create a cut slope greater than 
five feet in height and steeper than two horizontal to one vertical. 

(2) A fill less than one foot in depth, and placed on natural terrain with a slope 
flatter than five horizontal to one vertical, or less than three feet in depth, not 
intended to support structures, which does not exceed fifty cubic yards on any one lot 
and does ngt obstruct a drainage course. 

(3) An excavation below finished grade for basements and footings of a building, 
retaining wail or other structure authorized by a valid building permit. This shail not 
exempt any fill made with the material from such excavation, nor exempt any 
excavation having an unsupported depth greater than five (5) feet after the 
completion of such structure. 

(4) Cemetery graves, swimming pools, refuse disposal sites controlied by other 
regulations or excavations for wells or tunnels for utilities. 

(5) Grading in a self-contained area if the city official finds that no danger to 
Private or public property can now or thereafter result from the grading operations. 

(6) Earthwork construction regulated by the federal, state, county, city 
government or by any local agency as defined by Government Code sections 53090 to 
53095. This exemption, however, shall only apply when the earthwork construction 
takes place on the property or dedicated rights of way of the above agencies. 

(7) Grading in conjunction with work performed pursuant to the provision of 
chapter 22, unless the city official determines it is necessary to obtain a grading 
permit to Assure proper construction of a building or other structure, or where it is 
necessary for the protection of adjacent properties not devoted to oil drilling or 
production. 

(8) Exploratory excavations under the direction of soil engineers or engineering 
geologists. 

(b) No person shall construct, reconstruct, alter, repair or install any structure in 
any natural watercourse without a permit therefor from the city. 

(c) No person, as defined by section 417 of the Uniform Building Code, shall 
maintain, permit to be maintained or cause to exist a grading code violation on his 
property, which violation has been created since the inception of this chapter which 
became effective September 15, 1976. If a violation has occurred the property owner 
may be subject to payment in an amount equal to two (2) times the regular fees. 


Sec. 16A-18. Limitations and conditions. 

(a) Generally. The issuance of a grading permit shall constitute an authorization to 
do only that work which is described or Illustrated on the application for the permit, 
or on the site plans and specifications approved by the city official. 

(b) Jurisidiction of other agencies. Permits issued under the requirements of this 
chapter shall not relieve the owner of responsibility for securing required permits for 
work to be done which is regulated by any other chapter, department or division of 
the governing agency. 

(c) Time limits. The permittee shall fully perform and complete all of the work 
required to be done pursuant to the grading permit within the time limit specified. If 
no time limit is specified, the permittee shall complete the work within one hundred 
eighty (180) days after the date of the issuance of the grading permit. 

If the permittee is unable to complete the work wtihin the specified time, he shall, 
prior to the expiration of the permit, present in writing to the city official a request for 
an extension of time, setting forth the reasons for the requested extension. If, in the 
opinion of the city official such an extension is warranted, he may grant additional 
time for the completion of the work. 

(d) Storm damage precautions. All persons performing any grading operations 
shall put into effect all safety precautions which are necessary in the opinion of the 
city official. Such persons shall remove all loose dirt from the grading site and 
provide adequate anti-erosion or drainage devices, debris basins or other safety 
devices to protect the life, limb, health and welfare of private and public property 
from damage of any kind. 

(e) Conditions of approval. In granting any permit under this chapter, the city 
official may attach such conditions as may be reasonably necessary to prevent 
creation of a nuisance or hazard to public or private property. Such conditions may 
include, but shall not be limited to: 

1. Improvement of any existing grading to bring it up to the standards of this 
chapter 

2. Requirements for fencing of excavations or fills which would otherwise be 
hazardous - 

(f) Liability. Neither the issuance of a permit under the provisions of this chapter, 
nor the compliance with the provisions hereof or with any conditions imposed in the 
permit issued hereunder, shall relieve any person from responsibility for damage to 
other persons or property, nor impose any liability upon the City for damage to other 
persons or property 

(g) Export of surplus earth from the project site. Where an excess of five thousand 
cubic yards of earth per site projects is moved on public roadways from the site of an 
earth grading operation, the following requirements shall apply: 

(1) Either water or dust palliative or both must be applied for the alleviation or 
prevention of excessive dust resulting from the loading or transporting of surplus 
earth from the project site on public roadways 

(2) Loading and transportation of surplus earth from the site or operation of 
equipment must be accomlished between 7:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M., Monday through 
Saturday 

(3) Access roads to the premises shall be only at points designated on the 
grading plan as approved. 

(4) The last fifty feet of the access road, as it approaches the intersection with the 
Public roadway shall have a grade not to exceed three per cent. There must be a three 
hundred foot clear, unobstructed sight distance to the intersection from both the 
public roadway and the access road. If the three hundred foot sight distance cannot 
be obtained, flagmen shall be posted 

(5) A stop sign conforming to the requirements of section 21400 of the state 
Vehicle Code shall be posted at the entrance of the access road to the public roadway. 

(6) An advance warning sign must be posted on the public roadway four hundred 
feet on either side of the access intersection, carrying the words ‘' Truck Crossing’ 
The sign shall be diamond in shape, each side being thirty inches in length, shall 
have a yellow background and the letters thereon shall be five inches in height. The 
sign shall be placed six feet from the edge of the pavement and the base of the sign 
shall be five feet above the pavement level. The advance warning sign shall be 
covered or removed when the access intersection is not in use 

(h) Time of grading operations. Grading operations or equipment operation within 
one-half mile of a structure used for human occupancy shall not be conducted 
between the hours of 6:00 P.M. and 7:00 A.M. The city official may, however, permit 
grading operations during specific hours after 6:00 P.M. or before 7:00 A.M.., if he 
determines that such operations are not detrimental to the health, satety ‘or welfare 
of the inhabitants of such structure 

(i) Permission to haul over city streets. If the proposed grading requires hauling of 
soll, rock or debris over city streets, the application for a grading permit shall show 

1. The name and license of the contractor who will be in charge or control of the 
trucks or equipment to be used in hauling 

2. The number, type and capacity of trucks to perform the hauling 

3. The proposed route from grading site to dump site or borrow area 

4. The quantity of materials to be hauled per day (cubic yards) 

5. The traffic control procedures along hau! route 

All vehicles transporting rock, earth or other materials to or from a grading site 
over the streets of the city shall travel only over such route and at such hours as may 
be directed by the city to be the least dangerous to public safety, cause the least 
interference with general traffic and cause the least damage to the streets. 

Any rock, earth or other material that may be spilled on any public street or place 
from any vehicle transporting such materials to or from any grading site shall be 
promptly removed in a manner satisfactory to the city at the expense of the person to 
whom the grading permit was issued 


Sec. 16A-19. Denial of permit 

(a) Hazardous Grading. The city official shall not issue a permit in any case where 
he finds that the work as proposed by the applicant is liable to endanger any private 
property or result in the deposition of debris on any public way or interfere with any 
existing drainage course 

If it can be shown to the satisfaction of the city official that the hazard can be 
essentially eliminated by the construction of retaining structures, buttress fills, 
4rainage devices or by other means, the city official may issue the permit with the 
condition that such work be performed 

(b) Geological or flood hazard. If, in the opinion of the city official, the land area for 
which grading is proposed is subject to geological or flood hazard to the extent that no 
reasonable amount of corrective work can eliminate or sufficiently reduce the hazard 
to human life or property, the grading permit and building permits for habitable 
structure shall be denied 


Sec. 16A-20. Fee 

A fee for each grading permit shall be paid to the city. The grading permit shall be 
based on charges to be determined by resolution of the city council revised 
periodically to defray the cost of permit issuance and inspection of the work. 
Sec. 16A-21. Bonds : 

(a) Bonds required. A permit shall not be issued uniess the permittee shail first 
post with the city official a bond executed by the owner and a corporate surety 
authorized to do business in the state as a surety in an amount sufficient to cover the 
cost of the project, including the construction of drainage and protective devices and 
any corrective work necessary to remove and eliminate engineering and geological 
hazards 

In lieu of a surety bond the applicant may file a cash bond or, if approved by 
counsel for the governing agency, a letter of credit from one or more financial 
institutions subject to regulation by the state or federal government in an amount 
equal to that which would be required in the surety bond 

Exceptions: 

(1) The city official may reduce the amount of the bond to the extent that he 
determines that the hazard or danger created by the work does not justify the full 
amount. 

(2) No bond shall be required when the city official determines the proposed 
grading will not adversely affect the subject property, adjacent property or existing 
or proposed structures thereon. 

(b) Conditions. Every bond shall include the conditions that the permittee shail: 

(1) Comply with all of the provisions of this chapter, applicable laws and 
ordinances. 

(2) Comply with all of the terms and conditions of the permit for excavation or fill 
to the satisfaction of the city official. 

(3) Complete ail of the work contemplated under the permit within the time limit 
specified in the permit or complete the work to a safe condition satisfactory to the city 
official. The city official may, for sufficient cause, extend the time specified in the 
permit, but no such extension shall release the surety upon the bond. 

(c) Amount of the bond. The bond shail be in the amount of thirty per cent of the 
estimated cost of the grading work authorized dy the permit, plus an amount equal to 
one hundred per cent of the proposed slope drainage facilities to insure completion of 
minimum storm drainage protection and erosion prevention and to correct hazardous 
conditions in event permittee is unable to complete the work, except that the city 
official may waive all or part of the amount to the extent that it is determined that the 
hazard or danger created by the work does not justify the full amount. The cost shail 
be estimated by the design civil engineer and such cost shall inciude, but shail not be 
limited to, the cost of slope drainage devices, planting and sprinkler systems on 
slopes. The city official may revise the estimated cost if it is considered to be 
insufficient. A firm contract will be acceptable in lieu of an estimate. 

(d) Failure to complete work. The term of each bond shail begin upon the date of 
filing and shall remain in effect until the completion of the work to the satisfaction of 
the city official. In the event of failure to complete the work and failure to comply with 
ail of the conditions and terms of the permit, the city official may order the work 
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required by the permit to be completed or put in a safe condition to his satisfaction. 
The surety executing such bond or deposit shail continue to be firmly bound under a 
continuing obligation for the payment of all necessary costs and expenses that may 
be Incurred or expended by the governing agency in causing any and all such 
required work to be done. In the case of a cash deposit, such deposit or any unused 
portion thereof shall be refunded to the permittee. 

(e) Default in performance of conditions. Whenever the city official finds or 
determines that a default has ocourred in the performance of any requirement of a 


condition of a permit issued hereunder, 


written notice thereof shall be given to the 


principal and to the surety on the bond. Such notice shai! specify the work to be done, 
the estimated cost thereot and the period of time deemed by the city official to be 
reasonably necessary for the completion of such work. 

After receipt of such notice, the surety shall within the time therein specified cause 
or require the work to be performed, or failing therein, shall pay over to the city 
official the estimated cost of doing the work as set forth in the notice. Upon receipt 
of such monies, the city official shall cause the required work to be performed and 


completed. 
(f) Substitution. A substitute bond or 


above mentioned bond or letter of credit, and the city official may accept the 


letter of credit may be filed in lieu of any 
same if it 


is suitable to insure completion of the work remaining to be performed and in proper 
form and substance, and the bond or letter of credit for which It is substituted may be 
exonerated if the city official finds that the conditions of such bond or letter of credit 
for which a substitute has been filed have been satisfied and that no default exists as 
to the performance upon which such bond or letter of credit is conditioned. 


Sec. 16A-22. Responsibilities of permittee. 

(a) Compliance with plans and requirements. All permits issued under this articie 
shall be presumed to include the provision that the applicant, his agent, contractors 
or employees shail carry out the proposed work in accordance with the approved 
plans and specifications and in compliance with ail the requirements of this chapter. 

(b) Protection of utilities. During grading operations the permittee shall be 
responsible for the prevention of damage to any public utilities or services. This 
responsibility applies within the limits of grading and along any routes of travel of 


equipment. 


(c) Protection of adjacent property. The permittee is responsible for the prevention 
of damage to adjacent property and no person shall excavate on land sufficiently 
close to the property line to endanger any adjoining public street. Sidewalk, alley or 
other public or private property without supporting and protecting such property 
from settling, cracking or other damage which might result. 


(d) Protection of survey monument. 


Permittee shall be responsible for the 


protection and preservation of all official land survey markers and monuments within 
the grading area and shall retain a licensed surveyor or registered civil engineer to 
replace any such markers or monuments as may be damaged or destroyed in the 


work. 


(e) Owner responsible for maintenance. Upon completion of grading work, 
including excavation and fills, the owner of any property on which grading is done 
pursuant to this chapter shall be fully responsible for the continued maintenance of 
all cut and fill slopes on his property. Maintenance shail include repairs to berms, 
ditches, paved drainage terraces, down drains and erosion control devices, including 
slope planting. Plantings shall be watered, fertilized and replaced where necessary 


to cover bare soil areas sufficiently to 


prevent erosion. Maintenance shall aiso 


include repairing eroded slopes by filling erosion gulleys with imported soil or other 
means when such erosion gulleys create a hazard to paved rainage terraces or other 


nearby public or private property. 


(f) Lega! duties and obligations. Compliance with requirements and conditions of 
this chapter or the granting of or issuance of a grading permit shall not be construed 


to release the owner of real property of 


any legal duties, obligations or liabilities 


incident to the ownership of the property while the work of grading, excavating or 
filling is in progress, or after the completion thereof.
